1/3 of Utah children born at risk

More than one-third of the children born in Utah in 
1990 started life with at least one strike against them. 

Many mothers didn’t finish high school, are 
teenagers or are unmarried. These disadvantages are 
reported by the Utah Foundation and taken from 
information supplied by the Annie EK. Casey 
Foundation and the Center for the Study of Social 
Policy. 

According to the study, these factors place the chil- 
dren in an economically disadvantaged position. 

The mothers and children are in a position to become 
dependent on welfare and live in poverty, the report 
said. These children are more often neglected and 
received less guidance regarding education, where 
they easily fall behind. 

According to a report released by Planned 
Parenthood of Utah, the cost to the government for a 
mother on welfare with one unplanned child averages 
$3,348 per year, plus costs for food stamps and 
Medicaid. 

In the report the Utah County United Way released 
last week, the statistics show these high-risk factors 
to be prominent in Utah County. The general dropout 
rate in Provo for grades seven through 12 is 8.46 per- 
cent, the highest in Utah. 

The number of children born to these unfavorable 
conditions increase proportionally to the dropout rate 


The United Way report stated that in 1990 for every 
1,000 adolescent females ages 15-19, there are 61.9 
pregnancies. Of those pregnancies, 64 percent were 
unmarried teens between the ages of 15 and 17, 
claimed the Planned Parenthood report. 

The Utah Foundation releases this information 
because many Utah children are at risk, said Jim 
Robson, Utah Foundation information officer. 

“We think [the report] is of interest to the decision 
makers to have some kind of idea how we compare to 
other states,” Robson said. “Especially when it comes 
to funding specific areas.” 

Another risk mentioned in the United Way report is 
that physical and sexual abuse of children in Utah 
County is increasing; with child neglect decreasing 
slightly when compared with last year’s figures. 


The report also states that a higher proportion of - 


Utah County residents live below the poverty level 
when compared with residents of the entire state. 
About 6,000 families and 1,700 female households in 
Utah County are below poverty level. 

In the report released by the Utah Foundation, 12.1 
percent of Utah children are living in poverty. The 
U.S. comparative figure is 19.8 percent. 


There are also 10.1 percent of Utah children without | 


health insurance, which compares to the U.S. total of 
14 percent. 

The percentage of Utah children having all three 
risk factors is 7.8, for two factors 18.8 and just one is 
35.9. The U.S. average is 11 percent for all three, 24.1

LDS members quick to help in flooded Midwest 


Church-coordinated cleanup on hold

Members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints in 
flooded regions of the Midwest are 
offering aid on an individual-area 
basis until cleanup efforts coordi- 
nated by the Church’s Welfare 
Services can begin. 

Pat Reese, manager of the 
Bishop’s Storehouses for the LDS 
Church, compared flood damage to 
what resulted from Idaho’s Teton 
Dam Disaster in 1976 when the 
Church launched a massive 
cleanup effort. 

“The Church provided invaluable 
help when the water went away,” 
Reese said. 

“This is just as devastating, but 
the water isn’t going away so we 
can’t get in to help right away.” 

Reese also said no Church proper- 
ty in flooded areas is damaged. 

Some BYU Church History pro- 
fessors helped to protect a historic 
site in Nauvoo, Ill., when they 
sandbagged the Nauvoo House dur- 
ing a professional development 
tour of the area earlier this month. 

“Tt was a nice example of coopera- 
tion between the LDS and the 
RLDS church, as we worked 
together to protect the site,” said 
Donald Q. Cannon, associate dean 
of Religious Education. “It was an 
example of the spirit of cooperation 
that has to be there in an emer- 
gency situation.” 

Missionaries in the Missouri St. 
Louis Mission are also helping in 
relief efforts, said Elder Shane 
Keppner from Idaho Falls, Idaho, 
who serves in St. Louis. 


Elder Keppner said missionaries 
are helping area residents sandbag 
their homes and businesses and 
are also offering assistance at a 
local church building in 
Carbondale, IIl., that now serves as 
a Red Cross Disaster Shelter. 

“We've really seen the missionary 
work pick up,” he said. “We're get- 
ting a lot of referrals from sandbag- 
gers who work alongside the mis- 
sionaries.” ; 

Elder Keppner said only one mis- 
sionary residence, located in a St. 
Louis suburb, had to be closed 
because of high water. The mis- 
sionaries have since relocated. 

Barbara Barker, a Church mem- 
ber in the Liberty Missouri Stake, 
said members of the Leavenworth 
8rd Ward shortened Sunday meet- 
ings and then changed clothes to 
help sandbag. 

“Everyone’s just doing what has 
to be done to keep people from 
floating away until the river crests. 
The real effort will take place in 
the cleanup afterwards,” she said. 

President Carver Long, who pre- 
sides over the Topeka Kansas 
Stake, worked all day Wednesday 
with 25 other Church members and 
local residents to sandbeg a low 
place on a nearby levee 

He said Church members in 
Rossville, Kan., are manning a Red 
Cross Emergency Shelter at the 
Rossville High School. 

“We’ve been training our people 
to man emergency shelters as part 
of our emergency preparedness 
program in the stake,” he said. 
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Club council places VOICE on probation 


The United Club Council of BYUSA placed VOICE on probation during a 
meeting Wednesday, saying the women’s club has violated policy on sev- 
eral occasions since September 1991. 

The council will review VOICE at the end of Fall Semester 1993 on 
their commitment to policy. 

The focus of the meeting was not on the content of VOICE speakers but 
on policy violations and the way VOICE has conducted themselves as a 
club, said Pike Goss, BYUSA public relations director. 

The decision came after a council vote by 20 to 25 BYUSA club mem- 
bers representing several BYUSA clubs. The council voted on whether to 
take no action against VOICE, place the club on probation, suspend all 
fund raising and speaker privileges or revoke VOICE’s on-campus char- 
ter; 

“Most of the votes were for probation,” Goss said. 

“T was pleased with the response (of the meeting),” said Yvette Young, 
VOICE’s volunteer student coordinator. “There was other actions they 
could have taken including revoking our charter.” 

“It is only for one semester,” she continued. “It is pereay reasonable 
considering there were policy violations.” 


Proposed land trade may help schools 


SALT LAKE CITY — The House Natural Resources Committee has 
endorsed a land trade bill that could generate up to $200 million for 
Utah’s public schools. 

The Utah Schools and Lands Improvement Act was cosponsored by 
Rep. Karen Shepherd, D-Utah, and supported by Rep. Jim Hansen, R- 
Utah. They see it as a way for Utah to get money out of state lands 
locked within national parks, forests and Indian reservations and, there- 
fore, not developable. 

Utah would trade 200,000 acres of state school trust lands, estimated 
tobe worth $50 million to $200 million, for the royalties from federal 
mineral leases and some small parcels of federal land. The proceeds 
would go to state schools. Shepherd said she hopes the legislation can 
pass the House early next week, before Congress’ August recess. 


Legislators oppose ruble trade-in 


MOSCOW — Russia’s finance minister on Wednesday slammed the 
Central Bank’s decision to void billions of old rubles as a “senseless and 
stupid” move that could jeopardize Western aid for market reforms. 

Boris Fyodorov accused Central Bank Chairman Viktor Gerashchenko 
of Stalinist methods and demanded he resign. 

Angry legislative leaders also summoned Gerashchenko to a meeting 
and demanded a reversal of his decision, under which all pre-1993 rubles 
are to be exchanged for new ones. There is a limit on how much can be 
exchanged for cash and the rest must be put into six-month savings 
accounts, raising the specter of serious money shortages for Russians for 
several months. 

Hard-line lawmakers are trying to use the controversial decree to press 
their political offensive against President Boris Yeltsin. 

The extent of Yeltsin’s support for the ruble exchange has not been 
clear.

Cars needed to help kidney fun

The National Kidney Foundation of Utah and 
several Utah County cities are working together 
to raise money for kidney disease patients by 
cleaning up residential areas with a car recy- 
cling program. 

The National Kidney Foundation began its car 
recycling program in November 1991. NKFU 
accepts old cars as charitable gifts. 

Meanwhile, Provo is utilizing NKFU’s pro- 
gram to help clean up area neighborhoods. 

“Beginning in August, Provo’s parking cadets 
will be issuing information on the car recycling 
program with the parking tickets that are 
issued,” Said Luz Lewis-Perez director for 
NKFU’s “Kidney-Kar” automobile removal pro- 
gram. 

According to information provided by the 
NKFU, donated vehicles are recycled by repair- 
ing them and selling them at auctions, or dis- 
mantling them and selling them for parts. 

The proceeds from the cars will support 
NKFU’s programs of medical research, patient 


services (such as iisiyoe and transplants) aot 
community education on the cause and preven- 
tion of kidney disease. 

A car must have a title, four wheels and a 
motor to be donated. 

The NKFU will tow old vehicles for free and 
issue receipts for tax deductions. Tax deduc- 
tions will be given according to “fair market 
value” of the vehicle. 

“For the fiscal year of 1992, $55,000 was 
raised through donated cars,” Lewis-Perez said. 
“The money helps anywhere from 100 to 300 
patients a year.” 

“Over 20 million Americans are affected by 
kidney disease, and approximately 80,000 peo- 
ple die each year because of the disease,” she 
said. “People most likely to get kidney disease 
are those with high-blood pressure and dia- 
betes.” 

The $55,000 sum that was earned last year is 
dwarfed by the average cost of a kidney trans- 
plant. 

“The average entire cost of a kidney trans- 
plant is $60,286,” said Pam Harris, a transplant 
eligibility counselor from the LDS Foundation. 


Thousands of Lebanese 
flee north to Beirut

SIDON, Lebanon — Tens of 
thousands of civilians streamed 
north toward Beirut in cars, trucks 
and buses Wednesday, leaving 
behind. ghost towns and villages 
under a relentless pounding by 
Israeli jets, warships and cannons. 

Lebanese casualties climbed to 84 
dead and 382 wounded, police said. 

Israeli leaders said peace would 
return to the southern border 
region only when Lebanon’s gov- 
ernment and its Syrian backers 
reined in Shiite Muslim and 
Palestinian guerrillas. 

The Jewish state began bombard- 
ing villages, guerrilla hideouts and 
Palestinian refugee camps on 
Sunday to punish extremist groups 
for an escalation of attacks on the 
Israeli-occupied buffer zone in 
southern Lebanon. The guerrillas 
responded by firing rockets at 
northern Israel, and Israeli leaders 
said their military offensive would 
continue until the missiles stopped 
falling. 

Four Katyusha rockets exploded 
harmlessly in northern Israel on 
Wednesday, a sharp drop from the 
barrage of more than 160 missiles 
that killed two Israelis and injured 
26 in the first three days of fight- 
ing 

u. N. officials said hundreds of 
houses in 60 Shiite towns and vil- 
lages were destroyed by artillery 
fire along a 30-mile arc stretching 
from the Mediterranean coast to 
the foothills of Mount Hermon. 
Some crumbled on the inhabitants. 

Katyushas are fired from mobile 
launchers that can be transported 
in the back of a truck or on other 
vehicles. 

Civilians began clearing out of 
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villages along the border when the 
Israeli operation began, many of 
them heading east into the Bekaa 
Valley and west to the ports of Tyre 
and Sidon. They filled the roads 
again Wednesday when Israeli jets, 
helicopter gunships and missile 
boats bombarded those towns and 
Palestinian refugee camps clus- 
tered around them. 

Lebanese officials and U.N. 
peacekeeping troops estimated 
500,000 people had fled southern 
Lebanon. 

Israeli officials said they were 
purposely driving civilians toward 
Beirut to pressure the Lebanese 
government to control the guerril- 
las or call on Syria to do so. Syria 
has. about 40,000 soldiers in 
Lebanon. 

The flight from the south also 
would reduce civilian casualties 
from Israeli strikes at guerrillas. 

“We say to the residents of 
Lebanon: Your government can use 
the Lebanese army to prevent 
Katyushas being fired on Israeli 
settlements,” Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin told Israel’s parlia- 
ment Wednesday. “Only if the fire 
ceases on the northern settlements 
can you return to your homes.” 

An attack by four Israeli missile 
boats Wednesday morning spread 
panic through Sidon, Lebanon’s 
third largest city. 

Families crowded into cars, 
trucks and buses and sped north, 
creating a mammoth traffic jam on 
the four-lane coastal highway to 
Beirut. 

Many refugees stayed with rela- 
tives in Beirut’s southern suburbs. 
Others were housed in mosques or 
government-run schools closed for 
the summer.

Festival 
means party 
for classic 
rock fans

Over 40, 000 people will cram into 
the Utah State Fairpark in Salt 
Lake City this weekend to show 
that classic rock is alive and well in 
the ‘90s. 

Seven bands will descend on the 
fairpark for a 10-hour Livestock ‘93 
concert which is billed as the 
largest music festival in Utah. 

Artists including Stephen Stills, 
Steppenwolf, Bachman Turner 
Overdrive, Peter Frampton and 38 
Special will revive rock hits from 
the ‘60s, ‘70s and ‘80s. 

Nationally, classic rock has risen 
in popularity thanks to booming 
record sales of artists like Eric 
Clapton and Neil Young. 

However, at least one concert pro- 
moter doesn’t think Livestock is 
riding in on the coattails of such 
recent popularity. 

Trisha Griffith, a program direc- 
tor for KLZX Radio (Z-93), which 
sponsors the event, says interest in 
the event is due to loyal fans and 
resilient rock bands which have 
never faded in popularity. 

“I think these bands would draw 
big crowds even if classic rock were 
the most unpopular thing on 
earth,” she said. 

“The reason these bands are 
drawing crowds is because after all 
these years, they are still that 
good.” 

Griffith said the festival, which 
premiered last year, started as a 
fan-appreciation event. 

“This is really a party for 40,000 
of our closest friends,” she said. 

She said ticket prices were kept 
at $10 ($12 the day of the show), to 
insure that budgetary concerns 
didn’t discourage people from com- 
ing. 

Ginny Ragsdale, director of pub- 
licity for the festival’s promotion 
firm Proevent, said the concert was 
tailor-made for the Salt Lake City 
market, making it a unique, one- 

stop event. 

In addition to the live perfor- 
mances, the festival will feature a 
children’s area with pony rides, 
arts and craft exhibits, sports and 
midway games.

Other festival exhibits will be set 
up for adults. 

Event spokesperson David 
Feinstod said efforts were made 
this year to make the event appro- 
priate for the whole family. 
Children’s admission is free and a 
number of measures have been 
taken to insure that the festival is 
not an uncomfortable one, he said. 

Festival-goers will find more than 
25 food vendors, free water stations 
and numerous first aid stations to 
help the day-long event go smooth- 
ly. 
As for the most important facili- 
ties of all, Feinstod said that unlike 
the Lolapalooza concert in June, 
there will be plenty of outdoor toi- 
lets. 

“We’ve ordered 180,” he said. 


Bosnian breakthrough: 


Fighting continues

GENEVA — In what was seen as 
a breakthrough in Bosnian peace 
talks, leaders of the three warring 
sides met late Wednesday for the 
first time without mediators. 

The Muslim-led government is 
under pressure to accept a Serb- 
Croat plan to divide Bosnia along 
ethnic lines. 

While the three sides met in 
Geneva, their forces continued to 
fight. Government troops clashed 
with Serbs near Sarajevo, Brcko 
and Maglaj and with Croats in cen- 
tral Bosnia. 

In Washington, President Clinton 
said Wednesday that the United 
States would quickly commit air 
power to protect peacekeeping 
forces in Bosnia if asked to do so by 
the United Nations. 

The unprecedented talks came a 
day after Bosnian President Alija 
Izetbegovic met with Bosnian Serb 
leader Radovan Karadzic for the 
first time since the civil war began 
in April 1992. 

Izetbegovic previously refused 
because he said Karadzic was a 
war criminal. 

The heads of the delegations met 
for nearly three hours with media- 
tors Lord Owen and Thorvald 
Stoltenberg. 

They then continued their talks 
into the evening after the media- 
tors withdrew for the day, said 
John Mills, spokesman for the 
international conference. 

Mills declined to characterize the 


talks, but said: “The important 


issue here is that the parties are 


no mediators needed 


meeting and have agreed to contin- 
ue meeting into a third day.” 

During a break in the talks earli- 
er Wednesday, Presidents 
Slobodan Milosevic of Serbia and 
Franjo Tudjman of Croatia, the 
power brokers in the talks, also 
held an unexpected meeting. 

The Bosnian president has 
refused to brief reporters since he 
arrived Monday, but some mem- 
bers of his delegation said they 
were dismayed by what was hap- 
pening. 

“The basis of these negotiations 
seems to be the situation on the 
ground created by use of brutal 
force and genocide,”.said Bosnian 
Foreign Minister Haris Silajdzic. 

Nijaz Durakovic, another member 
of the Bosnian government delega- 
tion, said the international media- 
tors were helping the Serbs and 
Croats force the government to 
accept.a solution. 

“Kverybody is talking about fac- 
ing reality. But that means facing 
and rewarding aggression, killing, 
ethnic cleansing,” said Durakovic. 
“The solution they all intend to 
impose on us as a Salvation is actu- 
ally a catastrophe.” 

Also participating in the current 
round are Bosnian Croat leader 
Mate Boban and President Momir 
Bulatovic of Montenegro. 
Montenegro and Serbia are the 
only republics left in the Yugoslav 
federation.

WASHINGTON — If Americans are voting with 
their tax returns, politicians may be in more trouble 
than they expected. 

Fewer than 18 percent of taxpayers opted to ear- 
mark $1 or $2 of their taxes for the presidential elec- 
tion campaign fund last year, a marked decline from 
the peak year of 1980, when almost 29 percent partici- 
pated.

But Senate Democrats have an answer: Triple the 
amount each taxpayer may earmark — to $3 per indi- 
vidual and $6 for a couple.

Boston grieves 


death of Lewis

BOSTON — Reggie Lewis 
seemed to have it all — an adoring 
young family, a rich contract, time 
for the less fortunate and a con- 
stant smile. 

He had a passion and talent for 
basketball that took him to the 
brink of superstardom with the 
Boston Celtics. The legendary 
Larry Bird retired. The soft-spoken 
Lewis succeeded him as captain 


‘last season. 


The lure of the game was strong. 
He couldn’t walk away from it 
despite doctors’ warnings about a 
life-threatening heart condition. He 
got a second medical opinion after 
undergoing rigorous tests. 

The Celtics’ best player started 
shooting baskets again. 

Lewis, 27, was doing that 
Tuesday when he collapsed. He 
was pronounced dead 2 1/2 hours 
later. 

He left behind a year-old ‘son, a 
pregnant wife and a city in mourn- 
ing. His loss was devastating to the 
inner-city kids who revered the 
unassuming Lewis. 

“He was living a dream and he 
wanted others to share that 
dream,” said former Celtic M.L. 
Carr, now the team’s director of 
community relations. 

Other team officials were unavail- 
able for comment. 

“That could have happened when 
he was walking in a mall. It was 
not an overwhelmingly strenuous 
activity,” said Dr. Daniel 
Friedman, who treats athletes’ 
heart problems at the University of 
Texas at Dallas. 

An autopsy was conducted 
Wednesday but no cause of death 
was determined, pending further 
study. 

The Celtics said funeral arrange- 
ments were expected to be 
announced Thursday. 

Lewis collapsed during a playoff 
game April 29 at Boston Garden. 
He spent the next three days at 
New England Baptist Hospital, 
where doctors diagnosed him with 
the heart condition. 

He left abruptly for Brigham & 
Women’s Hospital where he under- 
went more than a week of tests. Dr. 
Gilbert Mudge, the hospital’s direc- 
tor of clinical cardiology, who 
supervised Lewis’ treatment there, 
announced May 10 that Lewis had 
a relatively harmless nerve prob- 
lem. He said that Lewis had “a nor- 
mal athlete’s heart” and that he 
was optimistic Lewis could return 
to basketball under medical super- 
vision.

Lewis “should have followed the 
findings that the 12 of us recom- 
mended,” said a member of the car- 
diology team who spoke under the 
condition he not be identified. “We 
said he needed further tests and 
probably needed a defibrillator and 
it was a question whether he would 
ever play again. If he had followed 
that, he probably would have been 
alive today.” 

“’'m very convinced, although he 
never said it to me, he would make 
a decision and would do what was 
best for his family, not for basket- 
ball,” Joe Kleine, a Celtic the past 
four seasons, said. 

Lewis married his college sweet- 
heart, Donna Harris. Reggie Jr.

Lewis’s $3.3 million salary didn’t 
keep him from going into the com- 
munity to help the poor. Every 
Thanksgiving he would use his own 
money for a turkey giveaway for 
which he never sought publicity. 

He held informal rap sessions and 
basketball clinics for the Boys & 
Girls Clubs. 

“Tt was just a joy to be in his com- 
pany,” said K.C. Jones, Lewis’ 
coach in his rookie season. “He 
never really got the acknowledg- 
ment of his greatness.” 

For most of his career, Lewis 
played in the shadow of Bird and 
Kevin McHale.
